THE DOODLE BUG 


W hile strolling along the many 
trails in our local canyons desert 
visitors often are attracted to n u ­ 
m erous sm all crater-like depres­ 
sions in the sand and soft earth 
along their route. These holes ap­ 
pear to have been m ade deliber­ 
ately 
by someone 
carrying 
a 
sharp-poir.ied w alking stick or 
cane, y et there are no foot-prints. 
If the w alker is more curious, 
he will exam ine these sm all pits 
at closer range, and m ay even 
obtain a stick and try to dupli­ 
cate them . If he does this, he will 
readily see the futility of the 
endeavor. These holes w ere not 
man-m ade, th a t’s obvious. W hat, 
then, is their origin? 


Oddly enough, these cleverly- 
constructed craters w ere made by 
the larvae of an insect, and a 
most curious creature it is, too. 
These sm all larvae, rarely over 
a q uarter of an inch long, are 
seldom seen, for they spend that 
entire portion of their lifetime

beneath the ground, buried at the 
very base of the pit. Therefore, 
there is only one larva to each 
depression. If you m ust see them , 
you have to screen them out of 
the sand. 


ONCE YOU HAVE one of these 
strange larvae isolated, look at 
him closely. You will probably 
first be im pressed w ith the fact 
that he looks like no other ani­ 
mal you have ever seen. He has a 
small, round or oval-shaped body 
w hich is decidedly flattened. It 
is plainly segm ented, and covered 
w ith almost invisible hairs. Six 
sm all 
legs 
protrude 
from 
the 
sides, 
and 
a 
short 
neck-like 
thorax from the front. The head 
itself is fairly small, but attached 
to it are a com paratively huge 
pair of recurved three-toothed 
sharp mandibles, like a pair of 
barbed scalpels or sickles, ever 
ready for dissection. The pro­ 
longed thorax gives the larva 
som ewhat the appearance of a 
bulky ant, but no ant ever had 
such a form idable pair of w eap­ 
ons as jaws. 


The eyes are small, mere dots, 
and above them extend the short 
antennae. In general color, this 
larva is a w ashed-out gray. In 
more humid areas, w here the soil 
texture is darker, it is usually 
a dull brown hue. 
The name of this odd insect 
larva? 
Why, 
this 
is 
the 
re- 
know ned A nt-Lion o r so-called 
Doodle-Bug, so often associated 
with childhood stories. It was 
nam ed the A nt-Lion because it 
preys upon ants, and because it 
is so voracious that it certainly 
m ust appear like a lion to any 
sm all creature getting in its way. 
The other common name, Doodle­ 
Bug, is an allusion to the pits, 
as if the "bug” had been actu­ 
ally doodling in the sand. In def­ 
erence to the larva, how ever, we 
should hastily add th at it is not 
a true bug by any stretch of the 
im agination. R ather, it belongs to 
that q u i t e unrelated order of 
insects 
called 
the 
N europtera 
(Greek for nerve-w inged), which 
includes the common lace-wing 
insects. 


THE NAME ant-lion is a good 
one, for this sand denizen feeds 
alm ost entirely upon these small 
insects. Woe be unto the unfor­ 
tunate ant, or for any small crea­ 
ture for that m atter, that acci­ 
dentally stum bles into the pit of 
an ant-lion! 
The sides of the 
hole are so steep and m ade up 
of such loose particles th at the 
prey slides clear to the base. 
H ere the larva lies buried, with 
only his gaping jaw s free to close 
in. 
The 
slightest 
disturbance 
above sets him in readiness, and 
he grabs for the struggling ant. 
If he is lucky and secures a hold, 
the still kicking insect w ill be 
pulled 
down 
under 
the 
sand, 
w here the w eight of the dirt 
quietens it. If the prev tries to 
escape, it can’t craw l out and 
keeps slipping back w ithin range 
of those sharp jaws. To speed 
such action, too, the larva will 
flick partíais of sand up at the 
ant, 
a 
veritable barrage, 
and 
knock it back down. Very, very 
few creatures ever live to tell of 
falling into the “den” of an ant- 
lion larva. 
Once the prey is thoroughly 
subdued by being dragged into 
the sand itself, the larva goes to 
w ork in earnest, piercing 
the 
body of the luckless an t and suck­ 
ing out its body-juices. This com ­ 
pleted. and after a rest of sev­ 
eral hours, the drained corpse 
of the insect is pushed out into 
vig\\ri carefully balanced on the 
larva’s head, and shoved free of 
the pit. Then, painstakingly the 
ant-lion goes about repairing any 
dam age suffered by the sand- 
trap during th e struggles. When 
this is finished, once more he 
buries him self at the very bot­ 
tom of the funnel and takes up 
a monotonous vigil until pure

chance once m ore lures an ant 
or some other craw ling insect to 
its doom. 
How in the world does this 
enterprising 
larva, the doodle­ 
bug, m ake these interesting pits? 
To learn this, you m erely have 
to sift out a larva and place him 
on a smooth expanse of sand. 
From then on, he will go to work 
in earnest, for he hates to be 
exposed. The first thing you will 
notice is that he moves back­ 
wards, and only backwards. In 
fact, even if you poke him, he 
will not move forward. He is 
one of the very few living crea­ 
tures th at has such a retrogres­ 
sive type of locomotion! 
Backing up into the sand, lit­ 
erally burying him self as he goes, 
the larva describes a large circle, 
the size of the outer circum fer­ 
ence of the pit he is beginning to 
build. As he moves backw ards, 
he uses his head and long jaws, 
in a closed position of course, as 
a sort of scoop shovel, flicking 
the loose sand particles back and 
to one side, out of the hole that 
is slowly being formed. Once the 
outer perim eter has been tra ­ 
versed, the industrious larva, still 
m oving backw ards, continues on 
around, each tim e gradually n ar­ 
rowing the diam eter of the circle 
and ever penetrating m ore and 
m ore deeply into the sand. The 
final result after about tw enty 
m inutes of unabated shovelling 
and retrogression is a round in- 
verted-funnel pit. about an inch 
deep in the center and as wide 
in diam eter at th e brink. At the 
very base the larva lies buried, 
only its razor-sharp jaw s visible. 
The ant-lion larva rem ains in 
this predatory stage from tw o to 
three years, depending upon the 
species and the local conditions, 
feeding at intervals w henever op­ 
portunity perm its, and bridging 
the intervening periods w ith pa­ 
tient fasting. D uring this time, 
the larva probably m oults four 
or five times, and then is ready 
to pupate. This it does by spin­ 
ning a silken cocoon about its 
body, in such a w ay that no sand 
particles are enclosed w ithin the 
cavity, although the outside of 
the shell is covered w ith sand. 
Ju st how it m anages to keep the 
particles out of the inside has 
never been ascertained. N early 
one full day is consum ed in the 
construction of this ball-like co- 


THE 
FOLLOW ING 
SPRING, 
the adult ant-lion gnaws through 
the walls of the cocoon, w hich of 
course has lain buried in the sand 
all through the w inter, and forces 
its way upw ard to the open, 
em erging as a beautiful dragon­ 
fly-like creature, with tw o pairs 


of 
intricate 
lacy 
m em branous 
wings and a long slender tu b u ­ 
lar body. A more decided con­ 
trast to the original ugly squat- 
tish larva can not be imagined. 
Like the moth, this adult ant- 
lion flits about at night, or on 
cloudy days, and is readily' a t­ 
tracted to light. She probably 
survives only a few days, living 
only long enough to m ate and 
lay her batch of eggs in the sand. 
These eggs, spherical in shape, 
later hatch out into tiny larva, 
which im m ediately set about to 
m ake equally small pits, and the 
whole unusual life-cycle is re ­ 
peated. 
In some areas, the population 
of doodle-bugs m ust 
be truly 
enormous, 
for 
every 
sheltered 
sandy spot seems to be closely 
pitted w ith their homes. The site 
is not alw ays on a perfectly level 
area. I have often seen them on 
quite 
steep 
slopes, 
w here 
the 
slightest disturbance above would 
send dirt slipping down into their 
craters. No doubt in such angu­ 
lar locations, almost daily house­ 


keeping is necessary to keep the 
traps free of detritus and ready 
for action. Such a spot would be 
advantageous, 
however, 
in the 
actual capture of prey, for any 
m eandering insect would tum ble 
down into one of the many' pits 
more readily on a steep slope 
than on level ground. 
Entomologists have placed the 
ant-lion in th at order of insects 
called the N europtera, the nevre- 
winged or lace-winged insects, 
which also include the Dusty- 
wings, 
Lacewings, 
Owl 
Flies, 
Shiny Wings, and the False Man- 
tids. It is fu rth er relegated to 
the fam ily in th at order called 
the M yrmeleontidae, which name, 
complicated though it 
may at 
first appear, sim ply means “ant- 
lion"! 
Some 
m em bers 
of this 
large fam ily (for there are over 
40 different genera in th e world) 
do not construct pits at all, but 
instead, lie in w ait under stones 
or pieces of bark, from where 
they pounce out upon any passing

G erm an w riters call the ant- 
lion “A m eisenjungfern” 
(m ean­ 
ing ant dragonfly and the French 
refer to it as “Fourm ilion.” The 
comm onest American genus in 
the fam ily is 'M yrem eleon,” and 
is the one which also occurs here 
in our California desert regions, 
including Palm Springs. 


STRANGELY ENOUGH in the 
higher 
m ountain 
areas 
of the 
state, as in the 
Sierras 
around 
Yosemite, there is to be found a 
larva, quite another kind of crea­ 
ture not at all related to the ant- 
lion, but w hich also constructs 
little pit-like 
traps in the sand, 
very sim ilar 
to 
those 
of the 
doodle-bug's except th at they are 
sm aller and more steep-w alled. 
This larva 
is called 
the worm 
lion (Vermileo), and it, too, hides 
at the base of its home aw aiting 
some hapless insect to fall in. In 
physical 
appearance, 
however, 
the two are quite different. 
The 
worm -lion larva is w orm -like in 
shape, w ith a sm all head and a 
long segm ented caterpillar body 
like any fly maggot. On the head 
are two 
prom inent 
sharp jaw s 
which are utilized exactly as th e 
doodle-bug’s sickles. 
The 
adult 
worm-lion, 
rather than resem b­ 
ling a dam selfly like the ant-lion, 
is an odd appearing long-legged 
fly, in the same fam ily as our 
common house fly! 


It is indeed strange that two 
such 
unrelated 
insects should 
have independently adopted the 
sam e m ethod of obtaining a liv- 
lihood in their larval stage.

FOOTBALL FIELD 
REMODELING PLANNED 


The football field of the high 
school is to get its face lifted 
for the football season next year. 
Night lights and perm anent steel 
bleachers are to be put up some­ 
tim e in the near future. 


Through school board action 
the planning of the lights and 
bleachers 
is 
now 
under way. 
Harry W illiams, school architect, 
is m aking a plan for the field 
construction to be reported to 
the board at a Janu ary 14 m eet­ 
ing. 
The poles w ere to be made of 
metal, but m etal is unobtainable, 
so wooden poles w ill be con­ 
sidered satisfactory. There are to 
be eight poles, 60 feet high, with 
eight lights on each pole. This 
will m ake it possible to light the 
entire field. The estim ated cost 
of the lights is $4,500. 


Tire bleachers are to hold 2,500 
spectators in two sections. One 
section, on the south side of the 
field, will hold 2,000 people, and 
the other section on the north 
side of the field, will hold 500.

Governor Asks 
3-CentIncrease 
Gasoline Tax 


An increase in the 3-cent per 
gallon State gasoline tax is rec­ 
omm ended 
by 
G overnor 
E arl 
W arren as a m eans of financing 
the m uch-needed m odernization 
of C alifornia’s highw ay system. 


This was revealed in a press 
conference at w hich the governor 
asserted th at “every delay in th e 
expansion of our highw ay sys­ 
tem will m ean greater loss of life, 
m ore serious 
injuries, 
and 
re ­ 
tardation of the business, indus­ 
trial and 
agricultural develop­ 
m ent of California.” 


The governor announced th at 
he w ill call a special session of 
the legislature for Jan u ary 13, to 
perm it early action on the high­ 
w ay problem. 


"A ll highw ay users will, of n e ­ 
cessity. be required to pay a por­ 
tion of the cost of m odernizing 
our highw ay system ," the gov­ 
ernor said. “In m y opinion, they 
should pay according to the use 
they m ake of the highw ays and 
in accordance w ith how the cost 
of construction is influenced by 
th eir particular class of traffic. 
“By that I m ean th at the big, 
heavy vehicle should be required 
to pay much more than the little 
passenger car. W hen it comes to 
taxing trucks, we should get rid 
of discrim inatory features of ta x ­ 
ation and require all large trucks 
to pay th eir w ay, regardless of 
th eir operation.” 
The governor pointed out th a t 
C alifornia’s gasoline tax is am ong 
the lowest in the country, and 
that most states collect from 4 to 
7 cents per gallon from gasoline 
sales. 
He emphasized that largely be­ 
cause of the crowded condition 
of the state’s highw ays, nearly 
4,000 persons will lose their lives 
in traffic accidents in California 
during 1946. 
“We don't need any fantastic 
program s of highw ay construc­ 
tion, and we don’t w ant anything 
th at is extravagant,” he said. “We 
just 
w a n t 
highw ays 
strong 
enough, broad 
enough 
and 
in 
sufficient num bers to carry the 
3 
200,000 autom obiles th at are 
registered in this state. “U ntil w e 
have the highw ay im provem ents 
th at are necessary’, we undoubt­ 
edly will continue to have the 
highest death rate from autom o­ 
bile accidents in anv p a rt of the 
country.” 
^ 
The governor w arned all m otor­ 
ists to be “doubly cautious” w hen 
driving during the holiday period.
